He said 
the city felt honored by the presence of 
these old soldiers, to whom the nation 
owes a debt which can never be fully 
paid in pensions.

debted to the veterans for the prosperity 
that has come to this country smce the 
war, and we should all do our best to 
make the community and the country 
better and to show that we appreciate 
what was done lor us by those who boie 
the brunt of battle.

FITCH DECLINES TO SERVE.

YALE CREW AT HENLEY. 


'Titejr Are' Training Hard and In Splendid 


Condition 6»y« Bob Cook. 


Henley-on-Thames, June 24.—The 


Yale oarsmen are putting in somo hard 
training and all are declared to be in 
the pink of condition. They now have 
the boathouse to themselves as the 
Trinity Hall and Leander ci-ews have 
removed to tent boathouses. The New 
College men have gone to Smith's boat- 
house, near Temple island, and the 
Americans are having all the comfort 
and privacy possible under the circum- 
stances. 
Bob Cook last evening said: 


"The crew is steadily improving, and I 
think that the pair-oar work has liad a 
great deal to do with this change for 
the better. All the men are in good 
condition and I do not see any chanco 
of using our substiutes." Both Mr. Cook 
and Capt. Treadway think that the 
New College crew is the best one on 
the river. They rank the Leander 
crew second and' Trinity Hall third. 
The English critics join in calling at- 
tention to the improvement made by 
the Yale men. The Americans arc 
great favorites with the rural popula- 
tion here. Mayor Simmons continues 
his attentions to tihe crew, and has in- 
vited them to be present at a lawn 
party this afternoon which he is giv- 
ing in their honor. The secretary of 
the Henley regatta .committee, J. F. 
Cooper, is also very 
courteous to 


the Americans. 
He has invited Mr. 


Cook, Capt. Treadway and Mr. De 
Sibour to dine with him to-night. 
There is no denying that the style of 
the New Colleg-e crew impresses tho 
oarsmen from Yale. The New College 
men have a better catch and a, longer 
stroke than Leander, although not so 
long a stroke as Trinity hall. \V. B. 
Woodgate, the well-known authority 
on rowing has written an article to 
the St. James" Gazette on the Yale 
crew, during which ho says: "Their 
traditional long stroke, as exhibited 
by them in their own country, is long 
only when compared with the styles of 
other American crews. Khere paddle 
is at first thirty-two, and their faster 
stroke is thirty-seven. At this they 
row hardly If any longei than Cornell, 
and are less uniform in swing and 
time. They are finer and more pow- 
erful men. As regards the length of 
tlieir 
feather it is by no means 


as clean as Cornell's. The recovery 
from the chest, however, is smart, 
good and worth study upon the part 
of many 'Of the home crews. Their 
sliding is decidedly good, very uniform 
and rightly timed. It is the best fea- 
ture of Yale. The crew ia very strong1 
throughout, but though there is one 
man over 183 pounds, they do not ap- 
pear to hf ve any trio equal to the three 
strongest Leanders, Niokalls, Stretch 
and Carr.
